BACTERIA MULTIPLY BY 
DIVIDING. 


The various forms of bacteria are 
all of a vegetable origin and can 
only reproduce themselves by division. 
There is no male or female, us you 
may have supposed, .nd they tave no 
more power to fly from one place to 
another than a potato. 

Bacteria are found in three chief 
forms—round, rod shaped and spiral- 
ly rod shaped. It is impossible for the 
naked eye to see bacteria. They are so 
small that the finest needle compared 
with a bacterium would look like the 
width of a man’s thumb beside a speck 
of dust. 

Bacteria is almost omnipresent in 
every micro-organism, and a single 
active specimen left undisturbed will 
divide again and again, so that within 
’4 hours millions of bacteria ure pro- 
duced, 

All of the mucous membranes of the 
body are literally swarming with vari- 
ous forms of bacteria, some of which 
are vitally necessary to life. ‘The only 
reason that the bad bacteria develop 
is because suitable soil is furnished 
for their development. A body in per- 
fect health will not permit the growth 
of any putrefactive bacteria, 

Certain of these mocros‘opie forms 
of vegetable life, however, assist in 
the digestion of food and are also used 


in a chemical way to proluce butter 
and cheese. Lactic acid bacteria are 
used by dairymen to ripen cream so 
that it is ready for churning. About 
one thousand million of the !actic acid 


inch of cream. ; 
Bacteria may be dangerous to life, 


if allowed to develop in food sub- 
stance. The bacillus botulinus is the 
one which produces such a fatal pois- 
oning when it is allowed to grow on 
string beans which hare been ‘im- 
properly canned. 

All kinds of food should be kept 
clean and the temperature controlled 
by refrigeration until it is ready for 
use. If your body is kept:«clean on 
the inside as well as the outside, you 
do not have to be afraid of any bad 
bacteria developing any more than a 
potato can grow on a concrete pave- 
ment. 

Question—A. E. H. writes: “I am 
taking hydrochlorie acid to supply a 
deficiency of acid in my_ system. 
Would it be possible to supply this 
need by means of food? If so, will you 
kindly state kinds in your health col 
umn”? I have gained valuable infor 
mation from same.” 

Answer: A short fruit fast, follow- 
ed by a well-balanced diet, will correc! 
your hydrochloric deficiency. 

Question—A. J. M. writes: "My 
wife had an X-ray taken which shows 
a stone in the bile duct, which our 
doctor says cannot be removed with 
operation. Do you think it would be 
advisable to try olive oil and fruit 
juices?’ 

Answer: A stone in the bile duct 
can always be removed by an opera- 
tion if the patient can stand wf shock 
of one. Most of these stones, however, 


can be romeved through the olive oil 
and fruit juice treatment. You daubt- 
less have these instructions, as you 
speak of this treatment in your ques- 
tion.

before the assembly adjourned sine 
die at noon today. * 

Congressman Charles G. Edwards 
of the first Georgia district revived 
and placed before the convention a 
resolution calling upon road builders 
to give preference to American labor, 
equipment and materials. 

The resolution had been tabled in 
committee and was passed over oppo- 
sition from Mrs. Charles Townsend. 
widow of the Michigan Senator who 
spent 20 years pushing for good roads 
in the national legislative bodies, who 
contended that it was a matter out- 
side the province of the association, 
and of J. W. Grove, Lime Kiln, Md., 
who pleaded that “politics be left out 
of the association's deliberations,” the 
measure was adopted, 14 to 13. 

Roads Great Civilizer. 

Representative Butler B. Hare, 
South Carolina, characterized roads as 
superseding soap as the greatest civ- 
ilizer. He deplored the present situa- 
tion wherein the national government 
cooperates with the siate in road 
building. : 

“Road building is one of the funda- 
mental functions imposed on the na- 
tional government’ by the constitu- 
tion,” he said. “That situation should 
be reversed. The state should cooperate 
to the best of its ability with the 
nation in this work. 

“To this end I would recomménd 
that. the automobile excise tax@s col- 
lected by the national government be 
set aside as a highway fund, to give 
the work a permanent, dependable fi- 
nancial backing.” 

The convention endorsed Mr. Hare's 
suggestion and asked him to prepare 
a resolution. The cenvention today 
called upon the federal government to 
rebuild the highway system wrecked 
by the recent floods in the Mississippi 
valley without calling upon the states 
for assistahce, | 

The program for next year included 
provisions as follows: 

To secure permission for states hav- 
ing less than 10 people per square 
mile to use 100 per cent federal funds 
to complete roads in the primary sys- 
tem. To permit certain states to use 
federal funds where traffic requires a 
road bed of greater width than 18 
feet. 

To permit the expenditure of more 
than $15,000 per mile federal funds 
where, in mountainous or swampy 
country, preparation for pavement 
costs more than $10,000 per mile. 

To stop permits for toll bridges ex- 
cept to secure temporary funds, and 
to set up rigid regulstions so that 
they may be free bridges at a definite 
time, when certain conditions have 
been met. ; 

To secure permission for the use of 
the names of transcontinnental high- 
ways on the United States shield as 
well as the number. 

To consolidate all roadbuilding ac- 
tivities of the federal government un- 
der the bureau of public roads and to 
effect the creation of a vabinet officer 
to be known as the secretary of high- 
ways. : 

To secure passage of an act in con- 
gress ceding federal lands to states 
for educational and good roads pur- 


poses. 

To defeat anr attempt to redug 
federal aid appropriations. 

To defeat the bill to amend the con- 
stitution to place a tax on bonds, 
especially road and street improvement 
bonds. ' 

To give publicity to the annual road 
money budget, to the end that the 
people may know how state and fed- 
eral aid money is spent. 

To Probe Truckloads. 

Another resolution adopted called 
for the appointment of President Ww. 
W. Brandon of a committee of five 
to investigate truck-loading practices 
which it is contended are detrimental 
to the highways, that the association 
at its next convention may push for 
enactment of uniform laws hy state

-: “YOU STARTED SOMETHING,” FLIER TELLS ORTEIG :: 


Lauds Lindbergh to Skies 


New York. June 10. — (United 
News.)—A little bit lost in the shuf- 
fle, the man who seven years ago 
had the vision to offer $25,000 for 
a trans-Atlantic flight to Paris re- 
turned to the United States Friday, 
happy as a school boy at vacation 
time over the prospect of paying his 
debt to Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
next week. 

Raymond Orteig, genial New York 
hotel man. arrived aboard the Maure- 
tania declaring that he would have 
the pleasure next Friday of present- 
ing the $25,000 to the “most modest 


‘young American I ever have met.”’ 


Orteig is a Frenchman, long in the 


| Tnited States. who conceived the idea 


of offering a prize for a flight be- 
tween his native land and the United 
Ntates. Although the $25.000 was put 
up with French bankers as early as 
1920, only two attempts were made 
to win the award before Lindbergh 
flew. 

Rene Fonck’s disastrous attempt to 
fly from Roosevelt field last year was 
followed by the tragedy of Nungesser 


and Coli, and then’the young Mis- 
souri mail pilot swept over the At- 
lantic with the nonchalance of his 
genius and won the prize. 

“He is the most extraordinary 
youngster one could hope to meet,” 
said Orteig Friday. “His modesty 
equals his prowess. When I met him 
at the American embassy in Paris, 
he had the famous smile now so fa- 
miliar to us all ready for me, and 
he said: 

“‘*Well, Mr. Orteig, you certainly 
started something.’ ”’ 

The donor of the $25,000 prize had 
been at Pau when word reached him 
that Lindbergh bad flown. Imme- 
diately he hastened to Paris, but all 
the credentials in the world could not 
get him through to Lindbergh's side 
at Le Bourget. 

“[ got there seven 
the young man,”’ said Orte’g. “but 
it was impossible to penetrate the 
crowd. The French government had 
most kindly given me passes of every 
description, but the French people had 
taken ‘Lindy’ in charge.”

Everything 
aboard appeared as spic and span as 
a bride's back porch: two airplanes 
stowed aft ov the Memphis boasted 
gleaming vellow paint. 

The welcoming planes spread from 
the V formation, then swung wide 
into a line and dropped to about 100 
feet from the water, again approach- 
ing the now slow moving craft at right 
angles to their path.

News)—Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
will do exactly as New York wants 
him to when he is given the metropo- 
lis’ record-breaking reception reception 
Monday.

Blythe notified the mayor's wel- 
coming committee, placed on tenter- 
hooks by Lindbergh's desire to fly his 
trans-Atlantic plane to a New York 
field. 

“Captain Lindbergh will arrive by 
amphibian as planned at 10 a. m., 
Monday,” the telegram read. “City 
program accepted.” 

The “Spirit of St. Louis” probably 
will be flown here from Washington 
by an army aviator.

The Arrangement. 

The National Broadcasting com- 
pany described its arrangements as

“Phillips Carlin will begin the de- 
scriptive work, located at the very top 
of the Washington monument, 550 
feet in the air with the aid of power- 
ful binoculars. He will describe the 
approach of the U. S. 8. Memphis up 
the Potomac river. As soon as the 
cruiser nears the dock, Graham Me 
Namee, from a point of vantage In the 
Washington navy yard, will inke up 
the work.

MORE HONORS PAID 
FLIERS AT BERLIN 


Berlin, June 10.—(4)—Clarence D. 
Chamberlin and Charles A. Levine, 
American trans-Atlantic fliers, tonight 
were the guests of honor at a real 
American party, after a well-filled day 
of honors and ‘ceremonies. 

Tonight's dinner-dance given by 
the American club at the Hotel Ad- 
lon proved a magnet for all the Amer- 
icans in Germany and central Eu- 
rope who could reach Berlin in time 
and the affair had all the flavor of 
a “home town week.” 

Foreign Minister Stresemann him- 
self as a special mark of interest in 
the American celebration insisted on 
attending right up to the time for the 
departure of his train for Geneva 
where he will attend Monday's con- 
vocation of the council of the League 
of Nations. 

Long before the hour fixed for the 
appearance of the American fliers and 
Ambassador Jacob G, Schurman, the 
hotel lobbies were thronged with 
Americans eager to pay tribute to their 
compatriots. There were many distin- 
guished German guests also. 

Despite their busy evening function 
and a no less imposing reception and 
luncheon at the Berlin Rathaus, the 
fliers found time during the day to 
inspect three of the most important 
aviation factories in Germany, visit- 
ing the Rohrbach and Siemens-Halske 
plants in the forenoon and the Alba- 
tros works in the afternoon. 

The latter plant particularly inter- 
ested Chamberlin as it was there that 
German's war-time planes were con- 
structed. 

Despite the fact that the Albatros 
shops had been closed for the week- 
end before the fliers arrived, a crowd 
of workmen and their families were 
on the spot to give lusty greetings to 
the distinguished visitors. 

When German aviation engineers re- 
marked to Chamberlin that their com- 
mercial planes were allowed to carry 
an amount only equal to their own 
weight, he replied, “The Columbia car- 
ried twice her weight.” 

This simple statement regarding the 
capabilities of the trans-Atlantic plane 
astounded the Germans who exelaim- 
ed: “Why in that case you wouldn't 
have been allowed to take off from 
Germany.” 

“That may well be,” Chamberlin 
said rather dryly, “but you see the 
Columbia is just a little ahead of its 
time.” 

After the visit to the plants Cham- 
berlin told newspapermen that he 
thought that despite the handicap on 
German's aviation by the peace treaty 
conditions ax to size of planés she 
is allowed te manufacture, she was 
making such progress with the small- 
er models that this might turn “to 
the great disadvantage of the people 
who forced her to do it.”

With this equipment he 
wrought with skill and industry, and 
such success as he won was the re- 
sult of his own efforts. 

“He was a man of convictions, he 
WAS progressive and never lost step 
vith the times.

A native Geor- 
gian his name will be cherished as an 
illustrious son.

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DROVE SINCERITY. SUIT FLED 10 AO 


MIADOO 1S URGED 


Washington, -Jane 10.—William 
Gibbs McAdoo, if sincere in his dec- 
laration for preservation of the. con- 
stitution, will take a firm stand for 
a constitutional congressional reap- 
portionment, declares William H. 
Stayton, national chairman of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment. 

Stayton asserts that McAdoo, as- 
piring again to be the democratic 
presidential nominee, “shares with the 
Anti-Saloon league a forgetfulness of 
that section of the constitution which 
provides for reapportionment of con- 
gressional districts every 10 years,” 

The statement points out to.McAdoo 
that his native state of California is 
denied frow three to five members in 
the house because of the failure of 
congress to authorize a. reapportion- 
ment, and that the state also is denied 
its fair representation in presidential 
nominating conventions, and in the 
electoral college. 

Frying Pan or Fire? 

“Will Mr. MeAdoo join us in try- 
ing to remedy this violation of the 
constitution or will he take the dry 
side, and oppose reapportionment?” 
asks Mr. Stayton. 

“That reapportionment is long over- 
due, it being coneeded by the drys 
that if it were to take place at this 
time it would be very, very bad for 
the congre:sional dry bloc, and very, 
very advantageous to the advocates of 
modification of the present prohibi- 
tion law. If Mr. McAdoo joins the 
drys, and opposes reapportionment, 
how will he square himself with the 
people of his native state? 

“The association enthusiastically 
indorses Mr. McAdoo’s demand that 
political leaders and political parties 
shall make known their stand on pro- 
hibition,” continues the statement. 
“We have been fighting to that end 
for seyen years. 


Which Side of Fence? 


And the association likewise has 
noted and bas deplored the revival and 
résurgeunce of corrupt machine politics 
mentioned by Mr. McAdoo.” 

Mr. Stayton, in his statement, 
warned McAdoo that a _ precipitation 
of wet and dry issue in the next cam- 
paign will not benefit him, but that, 
on the contrary, “he may find him- 
self on the wrong side of the fence” 
when the returns are in.
